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RESULTS OF FIRMS SEEKING REPRESENTATION, LICENSEES AND 
JOINT VENTURES INDICATE THIS EXHIBITION WAS TRULY SUCCESSFUL. 
PARTICULARLY IMPRESSIVE WAS NATIONAL SCOPE OF ATTENDANCE, 
WITH 22 OF MEXICO'S 31 STATES HAVING BEEN REPRESENTED 
AMONG THE 3115 REGISTERED VISITORS, BULK OF WHOM WERE 
FARMERS, CATTLEMEN AND AGRICULTURE-RELATED MEXICAN

EXHIBITION WOULD BE WORTHWHILE IN THE RELATIVELY NEAR 
FUTURE, PERHAPS WITHIN THE NEXT THREE YEARS.

15. PROPOSED ARTICLE FOR COMMERKCE AMERICA, TITLE: 
GUADALAJARA AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY SHOW. (GEGIN ARTICLE): 
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WHILE MOST OF THE UNITED STATES WAS STILL SHIVERING 
THROUGH ONE OF ITS COLDEST WINTERS IN HISTORY, 36 
PARTICIPATING FIRMS WERE "MAKING HAY" IN THE WARM 
SUNSHINE OF GUADALAJARA, JALISCO AT EXPO-AGRICOLA 77, 

AN EXHIBITION OF AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT 
WHICH TOOK PLACE ON THE EXPOSITION GROUNDS OF THE 
JALISCO REGIONAL CATTLEMEN S ASSOCIATION FROM FEBRUARY 
16 TO 20. THE PARTICIPANTS, REPRESENTING 66 EXHIBITING 
MANUFACTURERES, ACHIEVED COMBINED IMMEDIATE AND 12 MONTH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROJECTED SALES OF OVER $9.4 MILLION WHILE SIGNING UP 
EIGHT NEW SALES REPRESENTATIVES AND ONE NEW LICENSEE. 

THE TOTAL ATTENDANCE OF NEARLY 10,000 WAS THE LARGEST 
EVER TO ATTEND A UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT-ORGANIZED 
INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION IN MEXICO. THERE WERE VISITORS 
FROM 22 OF MEXICO'S 31 STATES AND TERRITORIES AND FROM 
GUATEMALA, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA AND VENEZUELA AS WELL. 

THE EXHIBITION WAS OPENED WITH A RIBBON CUTTING FEATURING 
BY THE GOVERNOR OF JALISCO STATE AND THE U.S. CONSUL 
GENERAL IN GUADALAJARA, MATHIAS ORTWEIN, NUMEROUS MEXICAN 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS DEALING IN AGRICULTURAL AFAIRS 
ATTENDED THE OPENING AND WERE TO BE SEEN IN ATTENDANCE 
THROUGHOUT THE EVENT. 

EXHIBITORS EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH THEIR PARTICIPATION. 
MR. LE DINH CU, EXPORT MANAGER FOR GENERAL IRRIGATION CO., 
WHICH REPORTED OVER $70,000 IN OFF-THE-FLOOR SALES AND 
PROJECTED OVER $500,000 IN SALES FOR THE FOLLOWING 12 
MONTHS, REPORTED THAT HE GOT MORE RESPONSE FROM THE SHOW 
DURING ITS SHORT DURATION THAN IN ANY OTHER SHOW (IN THE 
U.S. OR OVERSEAS) IN WHICH THEY HAD PARTICIPATED. 

CARDINAL SCALE MANUFACTURING COMPANY'S EXPORT MANAGER, 
MACK RAPP, THOUGHT THE SHOW WAS GOOD "FOR END USERS" 

AND DETECTED "LOTS OF INTEREST" FOR HIS COMPANY'S 
ELECTRONIC WEIGHING SYSTEMS. MR. RAPP PROJECTED $1,000,000 
IN SALES OVER THE NEXT 12 MONTHS AS WELL AS REPORTING 
THE SIGNING OF A NEW AGENT TO HANDLE HIS LINE. 

IN ADDITION TO THE EXHIBITION OF EQUIPMENT THERE WERE 
25 TECHNICAL TALKS AND FILMS PRESENTED BY EXHIBITORS

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THE ENTHUSIASTIC RESPONSE OF MEXICAN FARMERS, CATTLEMEN 
AND AGRICULTURE-RELATED GOVERNMENT AGENCIES TO THE 
GUADALAJARA EXHIBITION AND TECHNICAL TALKS DEMONSTRATED 
THAT IN SPITE OF PRESENT ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES THE 
MEXICAN MARKET FOR AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT
